closed. Seligman estimated 50,000 work- 
ers were involved.

The prevention of cancer involves 


particular attention' to all the factors 
of chronic irritaion that can be con- 
trolled. 


Careful dentistry will diminish can- 


cer of the tongue and mouth by pre- 
venting irritation from rough teeth. 
'People who use tobacco should attend 


•omptly to ever scar or ulcer on the 


'and tongue. Every mole and wart 
/I be watched, and if any mole is 
/place where it is repeatedly irritat- 
/, scraped, or rubbed, it should be 
(irgically removed. Ulcers which de- 


".A'elop in, any part of the body should 
, "have prompt attention and should be 


healed as soon as possible, Because re- 
peated irritation of an ulcer may pro- 
duce cancel. Workers in industries 
who come' in pontact constantly with 
tar, oils, and dyes 'must protect them- 
selves against irritation from these 
substances. 


People who have a record in their 


family of deaths from cancer of the 
stomach and intestines must be partic- 
ularly careful abpqt their diets. They 
substances and the taking of drinks 
should avoid the eating of irritating 
that are too hot. 


After the age of 40, anyone who is a 


member of a family in which several 
ancestors have died of cancer should 
have a regular examination once each 
year, including study with the X-ray, 
to determine whether or not any 
changes are taking place in the tissues. 


Women, particularly, should take 


part in the great movement to estab- 
lish a woman's field army against can- 
cer, and have annual examinations 
after passing the age of 40. 


Men should particularly watch the 


matter of repeated irritation of the 
bowels. A famous surgeon has said 
that 35 per cent of cancer of the rec- 
tum is preceded by chronic inflam- 
matory disease. 


When it comes to treatment, the de- 


cision must be made by the doctor as 
to whether or not he will use surgery, 
the electric cautery knife, radium, the 
X-ray, or a combination of all these 
methods of treatment. 


Investigations which are now being 


made all over the world show that 
maany a patient with cancer is given 
a practically noi'm'al life expectancy 
by the proper use of these methods. 


Remember, however, that diet, drugs, 


serums, glandular extracts, colored 
lights, and ultraviolet lights have not 
been proven in any instance to be of 
value either in the diagnosis, the 


Remember also that a tumor should 


treatment or the cure of cancer. 
never be treated with ointments, plas- 
ters, or massage. 


Dr. Francis Carter Wood, one of our 


great authorities on cancer, has said: 
"The chief things which any person 
over 40 should keep in mind are that 
only early cancers can be cured; ev- 
eryone is liable to cancer; diagnosis is 
impossible by the layman; therefore 
consult a physician. Inasmuch as the 
disease is fata] if not promptly and 
properly treated, see the best physician 
that you can find, and take his advice 
at once."

Electric Fence 


The use of the electric fence is 


rapidly expanding in Arkansas for 
enclosing acres for temporary grazing 
and for division fences. Many fences 
are on the market that are used with 
a single strand of barbed wire at- 
tached to light posts or inexpensive 
stakes set 50 to 100 feet apart. 


This fall the placing of electric lines 


will help to utilize more economical- 
ly the roughage in corn and cotton 
stalk fields, and they will also be of 
great value in grazing winter grains, 
according to M. W. Muldrow, Exten- 
sion animal husbandman, University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture. 


Frequently, 
Mr. Muldrow 
said, 


blocks of winter grain are on acres 
connected with regular stock fields, 
and sometimes they are injured by 
over-grazing or by tramping when the 
soil is too wet. Tlie temporary elec- 
tric fence will make possible the con- 
trol of this condition.

SOUTH BEND, Ind. — (ff) 
— The 


"wrong down" decision in Noitre 
Dame's 7 to 0 triumph over Carnegie 
Tech Saturday stirred the football 
world to the greatest argument of the 
season Monday. 


The ruling rivals, In controversial 


element, the famous fourteen count 
the late Dave Barry was alleged to 
have given Gene Tunney in his second 
world's 
heavyweight 
championship 


fight with Jack Dempsey. 


Johnny Getchell, of Minneapolis, a 


graduate of St. Thomas, referee of the 
game, is the "Dave Barry" of the sit- 
uation. It was Betchell who advised 
Paul Friedlander, Carnegie quarter- 
back, some three minutes after the 
fourth period started that Carnegie 
had the ball on third down with a 
yard to go. Actually, it was fourth 
down, and when the running play 
Friedlander called was short of the 
needed yardage, the ball went to Notre 
Dame on Tech's 47 yard line. Fried- 
lander screamed that he would have 
ordered a kick if he had known it 
was fourth down, after Referee Get- 
cheil unhesitatingly admitted he had 
misinformed the quarterback. 
* The Carnegie players and Coach 
William Gern protested they should 
not be penalized for Getchell's error. 
Nevertheless the ball went over to 
Notre Dame, and the inspired Irish 
in three plays scored the touchdown 
that won. 


Coach Kern, back home in Pitts- 


burgh, Monday termed the decision as 
the biggest "bonehead I ever saw pull- 
ed by any official. It certainly meant 
defeat for us." 


Elmer Layden, head coach at Notre 


Dame, expressed 
the opinion that 


Friedlander knew it was a fourth down 
when he disputed Referee Getchell's 
ruling. 


"I only want to point out," said 


Layden. "That it is the quarterback's 
duty to know what down it is. The 
score board and the headlinesman's 
marker showed fourth down. 
The 


Tech players knew it was fourth down 
Because they checked signals when 
?Viedlander called for a running play. 
But he called it again, apparently try- 
ing to take a chance with official sane- 
ion. 


"Our 
quarterbacks always refer to 


the headlinesman's marker and abide 
by it. We have never received five 
downs in which to make 10 yards."
